INTEREST TO CIVIUZED WOKLD 



The eyee of the civilized world 
were upon Jenisulom and the Holy 
lAnd thla wieek. The announcement 
that the Allies were in possossion 
and that the Turks had surrendtTOd 
came aa a pleasing surprise to the 
whole Christlau world, as it means 
that Jerusalem, city of the God of 
Peace and Bethlehem, the biitbplaoe 
of our Sartour, will be in CbrisUian 
kanids the near approactainc Christ- 




Of the TOany campal^s against 
Jerunlem none has beon invested 
with more etraterlc iinportanoo than 
the present one. Roth sides in the 
war fully approciate that fact, and 
they have pickiMl choico military 
talent to denl with it. The defense 
la In charge of a member of the 
Qerroan General Staff, and Tarkith 
•perations ore tbna eondttotod on 
the high plane of efQclency for 
irtilch Berlin is noted. Gen. 
AHenby, the British commander, 
was one of Field Marshal Haig's 
ehlef assistants on the Western 
front, to whoiii in tliat field fell 
much of the preparatory work for 
•rery Impoftaat drtra by tlia Alltod 
forces. 

Jerusalem has so occupied the 
khooffhte of contending human 
•taoaoita to have well earned its 
nbrliinet of "oenter of tlie world. ' 
■rery great conqueror from Nebu- 
ebadnezzar and Alexander the Great 
to Napoleon concerned himself with 
It. The present strunule for pos- 
session is but a continuation of 
txperlences to which it has been 
■ubject from the earliest recorded 
tlmee. 

It was the original capital of all 
Israel; later o< the Kingdom of 
Judah after it bad been first torn 

-1>y wjTolt; the city of David and 
the home of Solomon in its pristine 
glory; falling successively under 
the rule of tho Assyrians, the 
Babylonians tho Porsians, the 
EJgypUans, the Romans; ii^ people 
subdued, taken captive, deported, 
scattered and persecuted before his- 
tory began to be made in Western 

•aurope; the aoHio of the Crucifix- 
ion, tho EkitomtmMOt, the Reeurrec- 
tioa and the course of relislous 
evwnts from which Christianity 
•prang; chief abode of Hellenism in 
Asia Minor; tho object of cov,Mni:-J 
possession as a shrine thiough tho 
long excitement of tho Crusades; 
san^iiarv of tho Holy Sepulchre 
and 111 ■ i;^ of boih Christian and 
Jewish asiiiiiUions through the re- 
sent oentnriee of Moslem sot- 
erelgnty. 

According to authority widely ac- 
seiFted, the tomb of Jesus irttt lo- 
ocated In a garden belonging to 
/oeeph of Ai iniaihoa. near or at the 
place of crucifixion. which the 
Greeks called Golgotlia, that name 
appeei-ing in the l)0()k8 of the New 
Testament. Uolgotha means 
"skull." The implicatloa is that 
there was a round knoll, suggestlnE* 
l>y its shape the form of a skull, 
and near it a sharp depression, 
associated In legend with the name 
of Adam, whose skull, according to 
Ezekiel. was deposited there by 
Bhem, In the center of the eaiili. 
Luke's "place called '.skull' " utilizes 
a Greek word from whose Latin 
equivalent "Calvary" is derived. 
The Niew Teetamemt locates Gol- 
gotha outside the city northward. 
Only in that direotion do the exits 
tram, the old city debouch upon 
a plain, as was first remarked by 
the historian Kusobius in his life 
*f Constantine. the Roman Em- 
peror-convert, in the fourth cen- 
tury. 

Eusebius says nothing of any of- 
Mal ord«r to make search for the 
true site of the death and resorrec- 
tiou of Jssua. He says the place 
iHid been burled deop in rubbish 
■Dd on a jiavement laid over it a 
temple to Venus had been built. The 
temple wa« destroyed by imperial 
•ornmand and the rubbish carted 
away, wlien tho tomb of Jesus was 
disclosed, to the Kreat joy of the 
Kmiperor. It has been held that in 
Arusalem, at least among the Ohris- 
tians, not the slightest doubt ex- 
isted regairdlng the site of the tamt). 
Tot various modem scnolars in 
archaeology have called attention 
to the fact that by the narative of 
Busebius the place had been forgot- 
ten, and Constantine haUad the dls- 
•overy as a miracle. 

Constantino embraced Chris- 
tianity about the year 312 A. JJ. 
He attributed bis victories to the 
power of the Divins Cross, which 
was placed on the ensigns of the 
army. After the great council of 
the church at Nicaea. In 325 A. P . 
the Bfroperor decided to find the 
sites of the crucifixion and resurrec 
tion and to build a church at this 
pl,^ee. It Is difllciiit from the ac 
eounfji of Eusebius to say If the 
main object of Constantine was to 
find the sepulchre of the Ijord or 
the cross upon which he suffered. 
Bhisebius does not mention the cross 
directly, and lays more stress on 
this, ffseovery of the sepulchre; while 
Mtr writers imply that the grea 
wish of the Emperor and hi; 
mother Helena, who visited Jei u 
salem for the purpose, was to And 
the holy cross.

the cross was intrusted to Bishop 
Macarius. Whather the Bishop was 

guided in his selection of the site 
by tradition or not is difhcult to 
say, hut he decided that the deelred 
tyiacO was under Hadrian's Temple 
of Venus. By imperial order the 
temple was removed and a rock-cut 
Jewish tomb which lay below was 
Identified as the sepulchre of the 
Lord. In another cavity of the 
rock, 280 feet to tha east, three 
crosses ware diseov«red. which were 
assumed to be the croBses upon 
which Jesus Christ and the two 
thieves were crucified, the orass Of 
Jeeus being identified by Its po>W«r 
of healing the sick. 

Jewish records of JeriL^alem re- 
fer to Kl-Amarna tablets. which 
Rhow Babylonian influences prior to 
1^)00 B. C. In that century Ameno- 
phls in. had extended Egyptian rule 
over Syria, Mesopotamia, Babylonia 
and Assyria. That empire fell of 
Its own weight. In Hebrew history 
Jerusalem Is first mentioned in con- 
nection with a King of Salem, one 
Melchldezek, mentioned In Genesis. 
It was one of five cities of the 
Amorites, who succeeded to 
Egyptian rule in Southern Palestine. 
In the Book of Judges the name 
"Zlon" ataches to a portion of the 
olty. The Old Testament relates 
that the Temple was built upon 
Mount ZIoD, whoaa exact location 
has alwtiys been in dispute. 

David took possession of Jeru- 
salem, calling it "Ir Pawid." after 
himself, in mis h. c. Solomon's 
Temple was CDmpleted in 1007 B. 
C. Tlio lity was ciptiired by the 
i:i.:yptlans in 972. Senacherib ad- 
Minx d upon it In 713. Nebuzara- 
ian. General for Nebuchadnezzar, 
captured U In 686. He looted and 
humed the temple. Darius reibuilt 
It In 516. The Persians seized It 
In 350. Alexander the Great visited 
It In 332 and Pfolemy Soter .seized 
tt a few years later. It was plun- 
dered in 170, and iccaptured by 
Indus Maccabeus In U!"); lie rebuilt 
tlio temple. Pompey entered it in 
the year 66 B. C. andd in 37 Herod 
the Great besieged it; he restored 
the temple in the year 20. 

Tfao omeifixion of Jesus is placed 
In the year 29 A. D. Vespasian be- 
sieged it in the year 70 A. D. and 
Titus destroyed It in the same year. 
Hadrian rebuilt it in 1 :;.">, naming 
It Aelia Capitollna. .lulian the 
.Vpostate undeiiook the rostoi-ation 
of tho temple in 362. Jews aided 
tho Persian Chosroes in an attack 
on Jerusalem in 614. Heraclius 
retook it in 628. and Jews were 
forbidden to enter the city. 

A treaty to preserve th'e Holy 
Sepulchre was signed by Russia, 
France and Turkey In 1 862. Siloem 
Inscriptions were discovered in 
1880. A French company opened 
a railway from Jerusalem to Jaffa 
in 1892. In 1898 Kaiser William 
visited Jerusalem In state. He re- 
ceived deputations of Jews and 
Zloatsta, many old roads w«re re- 
paired and new ones built In his 
honor, one of them up to the Mount 
of Olives. A portion of the city 
wall near the Jaffa gate was torn 
down "to make the entry to the 
city commodious" In order to as?- 
sist German coloni.sts the Deutsche 
Paleetina Bank was « stabUshed.

There was much gossip in Ken- 
tucky Democratic oircles this .iweek 
concerning the story' in wbich it 

was rumored that the feud between 
Gov. Stanley and Senator Beckham 
id been ended, and that as a basis 
ilo\. Stanley would succeed Beck- 
lia mas Senator and Senator Beck- 
ham would nni lor Governor in 
1!»1!». -Many denials of the aj^ree- 
menL have been made, most oi tlic 
objections to the story coming from 
the Haly-Beckham camp, they say- 
ing that their organisation doesn't 
have to compromise with anyone 
and that Gov. Stanley is becoming 
weaker with the people as his ad- 
ministration progresses. To the rank 
and file of the Democratic party 
it appears that the greatest objec- 
tion to an agreement to make Beck- 
ham (iovernor and Stanley Senator 
should come from the rank and file 
of the Democratic party, who do not 
believe that the principles of 
democracy are being earried out 
when It is possible for the leaders 
of the party to get together and de- 
cide who will hold the oftiees under 
Democratic reign. To this same 
class it wouhl appear that this 
prerogative belongs to the party as 
a whole and not to the few. Stanley 
may be our next Senator and Beck- 
tiani may be our next Governor, but 
that should and will be decided by 
the Democratic voters In t^s 
primaries, and the voters will not 
be bound by any star-chamber 
agreement. 

The discussi(m as a w^iole was 
started by the clamor In the Demo- 
cratic ranks for a cessation of the 
Stanley-Beckham fight in tlie party, 
and the rumor, even though it may 
be a rumor only, shows that the 
clamor is being heeded. As for the 
relative strsngtii of the two men. it 
is easily seen that' Ckir. Stanley is 
far and away the strongest with 
the public. The agreed understand- 
ing that all parties were willing to 
submit the question of State-<wide 
prohibition to the voters was a 
boomerang in the Beckham camp, 
as it robbed him and his associates 
of their biggest asset in primaries 
and elections or even party 
caucuses for the patft etfl^t years 
With the hyyocrltleal cry of prohi- 
bition Baokham and Haly inveigled 
many iweU meaning Democrats into 
their camp, of course filling out 
their ranks with the fanatics who 
have been after the demon rum for 
years, many of them making a nice 
living out of the pursuit. The new 
turn of affairs has already weak 
ened Beckham to a noticeable ex- 
tent. On the other hand from a 
non-partisan standpoint it can not 
l)e denied that Gov. Stanley has 
gi-own stronger. He squelched his 
pinhibition critics at the start by a 
total abstinence i)le11ge and has 
been air active worker in every pub- 
lic enterprise or mea.sure for the 
good of the State. In Democratic 
circles it must be conceded that the 
(iovernor 4ias grown greatly in 
strength, being far stronger than 
when inaugurated. 

With the elimination of the above 
controversy Democrats can well af 
ford to look forward to bright pros- 
pects, as the Kepnhllcan party is 
not progressing in the nation, nor In 
the State, and right here in Louis- 
ville, where the O. O. P. came Into 
power fhroui^ the votes of many 
Democrats who thought they were 



getting even with President Wilson, 
the people are already saying "never 
again," and in that mighty increas- 
ing chorus are many of the anti- 
war Toters. It was said in these 
columns at the ootset that the Re- 
publican admlniskration would be a 
>oke, and from Resent indications 
the Joke will derftlop into a howling 
farce, funny out costly to the pub- 
lic. Immediately after taking office 
hardly a day passed but Chairman 
Davy Rose, of the Board of Works, 
rushed into print with how the ad- 
ministration had fired so many use- 
less employes tmt the board would 
save on this and tave on that. The 
Herald even earned a box score of 
how much was saved on the firing 
of innumerable aupervlsorg, etc., and 
the poor common people and tax- 
payers besan to 'believe that the 
first thing they knew there wouldn't 
be any tax rate at all, .ind If any a 
big reduction from that when the 
crooked Democrats were in power. 
It was said in t^ese solnmns then, 
"Watch the ta< rate." Thursday 
our reform admialstration oomes out 
with the annoiincement that in- 
stead of the big reduction promised 
a raise of one cent would be made, 
t\.xr> being tha figure, and the 
highest po88ibIe°^tax rate that can 
tx' made. 

Thus the new administration 
gives the direct lie to its 'platform 
promises of lower taxes. With a 
big flourish of trumpets the Board 
of Works told how they would 
carry away the big snow of last 
Saturday. To start with a big effort 
was made at Fourth and Jefferson 
and Fourth and Market, but as for 
the rest of the snow it Is there yet. 
Faithful old white men, many of 
whom had been good citizens of 
Louisville during all their lite and 
earning an honest dollar in their 
declining years, were summarily disr 
charged from tha street cleaning de- 
partment to m:i^e room for big 
husky negroes, more fit to be doing 
hard manual and necessary labor 
during these strenuous times, but 
their contrthation to the snow clean- 
ing thus far consists of burning 
l><)xes and barrels of thv merchants 
to keep warm. The Board of Safety 
continues to discharge efficient 
policemen, replacing them with 
'7»/9" motormen and conductors, 
five being added this week. As 
everyone knows, police are born, not 
made, while the average motorman 
and conductor will never attain the 
judgment required of policemen. 
This Is illustrated dally on our 
car lines. An obstruction on the 
track will not only block the first 
car coming, l)ut each succeeding car 
on the line, all following like sheep, 
none ever thinking of going around 
at the nearest Intersection. Yet the 
new administration makes police 
out of this "no brains" class. In 
New York City this week Mayor- 
elect Hylan wiped the name of Jo- 
seph Johnson, former Fire Commis- 
sioner, off his slate becaii.«e t'le lat- 
ter was a resld'nit of Bound Brook. 
.V. J., instead of New York. John- 
son made a mistake In not applying 
heiv. 

Keen rivalry is on between the 
Times and Herald for the city print- 
ing to be awarded in May, the 
Times going out of Its way to de- 
fend the new administration, never 
mentioning the fact 1h;it an ex-con- 
vict was on the pavroll with a 
$1,500 position, or tlie many other 
little defkiencies arising daily. Yet 
the Times editor, Cen. W. B. Halde- 
iiKin. National Democratic Commit- 
teeman, presumes to dictate a reor- 
ganization of the party he betrayed. 
Incidentally when the Times was 
having Its "18 for IB" campaign on, 
that' Is thirteen fights for every 
fifteen papers sold, the most pleased 
roectators on the corners where the 
Times was getting walloped dally 
were the Democrats who lost em- 
plovment through the betrayal of 
the Times and Courler-Joumal.

In m.iny quarters of Washington 
It was slat<-d Wednesday that the 
President luul made up his mind 
to witlniiaw (ien.

H. Bari-y to succeed him. No offi- 
cial aonoonoemenit has been made 
bearing on this very Important mat- 
tar, and there are many officials 
wfao are not convinced that it will 
pen out, birt there is semi-offldal 
authority for the statement that the 
President and Secreitary of War 
Baker havo arrived at the con- 
clusion that tho change In command 
should be made and be Oiada In 
the near future. 

Qea. Banry Is regiu-dad In many 
cirdes aa one of the most resouree- 
ful offlloers in the American army. 
He has shown elements of military 
genius in many situations and his 
detail to succeed Gen. Peirshing as 
Commander-in-Cbief instead of be- 
ing reeented by the men who have 
worked abroad with Gen. Pershing 
would be weiloomed by tbem. Tliess 
men might be personally disappoint- 
ed over the change, but they would 
raoognlse in Gem. Barry a worthy 
successor of Gen. Pershing from 
every military standpoint. At the 
preeent time Gen. Barry is in com 
mand of the Middle Western depart 
ment of the army that comprisea 
Kentucky and Indiana. He has 
been a member of the General Staff, 
has been attaobad to tha Wai* Col- 
lege h«rs and has gone thiwigh 
every comniissloaad grade of the 
militsiy etablisbmanit

REDMOND A PATHETJC FIGURE 



In the words of Joseph Devlin, 
the rotund leader of the Ulster Na- 
tionalists, there arc no pacifists in 
Ireland, writes a Dublin coitc- 
spondent to the New York Tribune. 
Accepting this statement at its face 
value, it is perfectly plain why a 
convention is now being held in 
Dublin and how difficult it will be to 
bring the warring factions to agree 
on a form of govemmrat for the 
Emerald lele. A striking illost ra- 
tion of the change that has come 
over Ireland was furnished at the 
first session, when the delegates filed 
into the assembly room of Trinity 
College and selected their seats. 

To the surprise of the majority 
of those present, the Uoman Cath- 
olic clergy — Archbishop Ilarty, 
Bishop O'Donnell, Bishop Keily and 
Bishop McRory — and the Church of 
Ireland representatives— Dr. Crosier, 
Primate of all Ireland, and Arch- 
bishop Bernard — sat side by aide. 
For the first time almost in history 
high Catholic and Protestant 
ohurch dignitaries of Ireland canu> 
together of their own free will. They 
set an examplr which was not lost 
on the lay members. 

la tlie last few days I ha\(' had 
an opportunity of meeting and talk- 
ing at length with most of the 
principal members of the conven- 
tion in addition to many otheni of 
lea prominence. I have talked with 
Sir Horace Plunkett, ifche Chairman, 
who is well known in America and 
prides himself on his knowledge of 
ill* country and his many friends 
there; Sir Francis Hopwood. tlie 
Secretary, who is a permanent G<jv- 
emment official and was selected 
for his present position because he 
acted in the same capacity iwthen 
South Africa was drafting a con- 
stitution; Lord MIddleton, former 
Secretary of State for War, a large 
Irish land owner and one of the 
leading Ulster delegates: .Sir Will- 
lam Goulding, Chairman of the 
Great Southern and Western rail- 
way, a Soufhoni rnionl.st delegate; 
Joeeph Devlin, who will probably 
suoosed John Redmond as leader of 
(<he Irish Nationalist paiiity; Capt. 
Stephen Owynn and Jiohn J. danoy, 
ahso delegates of the tWOomMtt 
party; Dr. Jo/hn P. Mahaffy, the 
well known scholar and pnyviotrt of 
Trinity College, whom Jamas Rus- 
sell Jjowell called the wittiest man 
he had ewr met; Ceorge Russell, 
who has an international reputation 
as a writer and artist and is spoken 
of in terms of affection 'by Eng- 
lishpien as well as Irtehmen, and 
a host of others. Without excep- 
tion they Ulked frankly, but they 
did not want to be quoted at this 
timo for fear that what they said 
might possibly embarrass the con 
venliou. Not a whit less interest 
ing were the talks I had with Arthur 
Oriffith, the founder and brains of 
the present Sinn Fein party, who 
now edits a paper called "National- 
ity," and Bamonn De Valera, the 
Kerensky of the Sinn ^etnera. Just 
what tihe conventton la aiming to 
do I can State with some confidence 
of accuracy, but what will be the 
measure of Its success the reader 
must Judge for himself. Some mem- 
hcTH are sanguine of succeos, others 
lire enteiiBg the deliVKTaflons with 
lukewarniness. while many others 
are tyipical Missourlans. 

"mere seems to be a .general 
agreement that the convention 
should strive for a solution of the 



problem along the lines followed by 
Canada, South Africa and Au.s- 
tralia — that is, for a dominion form 
of govei-nment for Ireland. Whether 
under this scheme Intend would 
have one, two or four Parliaments 
Is something the convention must 
decide. But before even a tenta- 
tive constitution can be drafted the 
members of tlie cnovention not 
necefsarily all of them, but certain 
of their number - niu.st malte an 
exhaustive studv of the con.'flitutions 
of other countries, of the litigation 
leading up to the amendments to 
these oonstitutlons, of the peculiar 
conditions in Ireland, and during 
this period of study and preparation 
expert advloe must be called In. 
Various committees have been ap- 
pointed to draw up reports of the 
ilifferent phases of the sittiafion and 
to submit them lo the con\ cnlidii 
sitting as a committe<' of the whole. 
It would be Impossible lor the in- 
dividual nieuibers to study the ques- 
tjion In its entirety. 

Perhaps weeks and even months 
will pass before the draft of the 
(onstibutlon is oonsidered by the 
convention. Here is where the 
crucial moment will come: then it 
will Ibe a case of give and lake, of 
compromise and eoncessiou by 
ristermen and Nationalists; the 
wliole fato of the convention will 
depend upon the spirit with which 
the factions approach the problem. 
The longer the convention lasts the 
greater the pfossBrflity of success. 
It Is certain now that unless some 
outside event arises the delegates 
will go on with their deltberations 
for many months. .So much for the 
con\en(ion, exeeiit tlial it should be 
understood the (Ndegates themselves, 
and not the Government, decided to 
make the .sessions secret. 

Consider first the position of the 
Irish Nationalist party, of which 
Tohn Redmond has been the leader 
for many years. There Is no more 
pathetic figure In public life. After 
long career at Westiiiin.^ter, years 
of fighting for Ireland, and event- 
ually getting home rule on the 
statute books Just on tlie eve of 
war, Redmond i.s* now far down the 
Incline, I'loiii tlie outbreak of tho 
«ai ill' , ■ 1 ■ I hard to throw Ire- 
land's .siren>;ili into the conflict; he 
suffered reverse after reverse; he 
has lost hie brother, the gallant 
Major William Redmond, wlio fell at 
Meesines; his son has been wounded 
and reecntly returned to the front; 
he has lost (lo,:fns of his intiniat<> 
friends and supporters on the field 
of battle; he has seen a new party 
spring up and lie has been unable 
to check its growth. And only the 
other day this man, who has been 
virtually a king In Southern Ire- 
land, aocustomed to cAieers and ap- 
plause whenever he appeared in pub- 
lic, was hissed, booed -and Jostled 
when he emerged from the conven- 
tion hall. He may "come back," 
but the odds are aill against him. 
Redmond is the Irish NsMonalist 
party.

In tliese days of national stress 
and trial it is well for us to keep 
well in mind the fundamental prin- 
ciples which, as In all things, so 
now especially In war time, .should 
determine our outlook on life and 
Its varying vicissitudes. We are so 
apt in the midst of conflicting pas- 
sion and emotion to be led astray 
by false emotionalism and unreason- 
ing passion that it can not but bs 
of Interest and value to recall 
words so truly Christian and noble . 
as those written by the great social 
reform Bishop Emanuel von Ket- 
teler at the outbreak of the Austro- 
Prussian war in 18'. i;. Though 
written so long since the words of 
this beautiful pastoral have a ttmsly 
meaning tor uis today. 

Four points to be especially con- 
sidered are touched upon in this 
exhortation of the great Bishop to 
his people. First of all he tells 
us: "We -must look upon these 
events with the eyes of faith and 
not merely from the earthly angle; 
we must see in them not merely 
the acts of men, but the disposition 
and aequiescense of God. In times 
of stress is shown forth in fall 
measure the happiness aad son' 
solution of faith. As Christ con- 
quered death, so in a certain sense 
Me has taken .suffering ttosa fU, 
eieii In this lite. In this belief wo 
re(0!.'iii7.e that tlie providence of 
C.od watches over all the strife of 
men What though men do and 
conspire evil, what thougti they 
harm one another and tiglit ono 
against the other, we know that a 
loving Father of all men rules over 
all; He who can at any moment set 
a term to evil; who can from evil 
derive good; who punishes us but to 
better us; who by punishment leads 
the wicked to a bettering of life aad 
so also tries the good, mho la ona 
word dispenses blelslngs through 
the cK.s.. and by It redeem:) tha 
world. To Him we shall therefore 
look with greater and more child- 
like confidence. These paiafal 
world-stirring events must lead us 
to Christ, who always and iu all 
things is our only help, our only 
Holac^', nur onlj- n-demptioii. All 
things work to the best for hiiu 
who knows and lo\fs Him." 

Our second <luly is to summarize 
what the saintly Bishop saya at 
greater length, "To help, help 
where and when wt^ can; we must 
help with all tho means at our 
command; help the more, the more 
pressing the need. I admonish yoa ' 
in these times of trial with Tary 
particular emphasis to the perfOm- 
ance of all acts of charity toward 
all who suffer In thie combat." 

Thirdly we are told to bear with 
resignation and cour^ige our sbaia 
of suffering and pain and trial as 
It comes to us, to each of us la soma 
form. ".Many of you," he writes, 
"have Sims and brother-s and rela- 
tives in the field and look With 
anxiet.\ aftei them. The sorrow for 
til'' dead or wounded iia.s already 
entered into many a home, and if 
the struggle goes on many more 
families will be afflicted. Finally 
many of you by the paralysis of 
business have domestic care and 
worry to endure. Bear these trials 
with confidence In God and with 
resignation In the spirit of faith. 
All of these sorrows are means for 
the Christian to become like to tba 
crucified Saviour and to toilvw Wm 
on the way of the cross, aleac 
which we shall go to a reunioa with 
Him in eternal glory." 

Lastly we are admonished tt a 
return to prayer and a more in- 
tense interior life of the spirit. For 
"by our sins we h.ive all of us 
contributed to the punishments 
which God isends to u.s either di- 
rectly or indirectly. We shall 
therefore look upon this time as a 
period of penance imposed upon us 
by Ood, shall turn contritely to Ood 
and in this penitential spirit per- 
severe hi prayer. We shall pray 
for our wounded and sufCerins 
brothers, as also for the depsrtsd 
soldlena. Pray for their bodies; 
pray for Iheir souls. Pray f«»r than 
that (;od may reckon to the salva- 
tion of their souls the paioa thsy 
must endure in the performance of 
duty. By prayer we can dally drair 
near to the bed of pain of tha 
wounded and sick and bring them 
spiritual comfort and strength." 

Words so noble and inspiring 
need no comment. They merely 
point out how Important it ii in 
the midst of our patriotic protesta- 
tions not to lose si^ht of our Chris- 
tian way of looking on life.

Rain or shine, in calm or storm 
in the blistering lieat of summer 
the winter blizzard, the letter car- 
rier comes to the door promptly and 
punctually at the expected moment. 
Indeed we brtteve that the neareat 
approach to macblne-like regularity 
of movement attained by men in any 
capacity has been reached by tlie 
letter carriers on their daily round. 
That there are no inoix' courteous, 
honest and hard working men in 
the pahlic aerviice flsUl be readily 
, admitted; and certainly there are 
^ none so ill rewarded in comparison 
with the importance of the public 
service they render. The cost of 
living within a very few years has 
doubled, but the wages' record of 
(he letter carrier hasi remalMd fixed 
and immovaible as the smiile on the 
lace ot the Sphynx. This is not as 
It should 'be, because it is unjust 
to the men. Now the letter carriers 
have appealed to Congress for a 
suitable Increase In salary to enable 
them to live, as they are expected 
to, and ahouM live, in surroundings 
"Ot becoming respectability, and In a 
manner suitable to ivsponsible pub- 
lic officers. Their appeal should be 
heeded, if for no other purpose than 
to vrove to the people that Concress 
caa and doea appradate latChAilBaas 
.and eflioiency in the pubUc aarrloe. 
This, however, is a matter that 
should not be left wholly between 
the letter carriers and Congress. It 
IS something in w-biofa the general 
pufoUo should Uke a band. In 
realtty the letter carrier la a bene- 
factor of society and the people 
should insist that he he treated lib- 
erally. U is a duty the people owe 
both to the letter carriers and to 
themselves to write to their Con- 
gressman and aupport the letter car- 
riers' agpeal tor what is no more 
than simple Juatlce.

A member of the congregation 
objeeted to the paradoxical nature 
Of the proceedings ana received this 
bit Of Negro logic in response: 

"S'pose yo' was thlnsty an' come 
to a liver. To' eonid kme^ down 
an' drink yo' fill, couldnt yo'T An' 
it wouldn't cost yo' nothin', would 
It? Dat water would be free. But 
s'poBln' yo' wa« to ha* dat water 
piped to yo' house, yo'd have to 
pay, wouldn't yo'T Wall, brudder, 
ijo it IS wid salvation. I>e salva- 
tion am free, but it's de babln' it 
Viped to yo' dat yo' aot to pay <o'." 



One of the most importnnt 
figures in the history of missionary 
effort in the United States Is the 
aaintly Bishop Baraga, who sacri- 
ficed a (brilliant future In Austria 
In order to devote himself to the 
oonvieralon of the Indians in the 
forest wilds of Michigan. Of late 
much has been written of the origin 
and history of the "Red Cross," and 
Catholic writers haw pointed out 
the fa<'t that as early as the six- 
teenth century St. Camillus of 
l..ellls attached a red cross to the 
garb of the membere of his com- 
mimity, who were en«aged in caring 
for the sick and infirm. Nb men- 
tion, however, has hithierto been 
made of the fact t-hat Bishop 
Baraga, when he plunged info the 
wilderness in IK.'iO. lK)re aloft a 
banner which must have been quite 
similar to that of the Red Cross of 
today. We are indebted for In- 
formation concemiaig this fact to 
the first Bishop and Archbishop of 
Milwaukee, Msgr. S. M. Hennl, who 
writes in his treatise, "A Glance 
Into the Ohio Valley:" 'This excel- 
lent missionary hastens from forest 
to forest, from lake to lake, bearing 
In his hand a white flag with a red 
croes, to announce his arrival 'as 
the servant of the crucified God.' " 
In this manner this distinguished 
mlslonary bore the banner of the 
Red Cross to a race of people who, 
ganerelly apeaklaa, bave received 
but little benefit or Mndnees from 
the white man. And that thirty 
years before the introduction of the 
Red Cross by the Geneva Confer- 
ence. It seems strmige indeed that 
tho Red Cross should claim ex- 
clusive rielit to this symbol, In view 
of the many proofs of its use in 
the churoh as a symbol of a spirit 
of fatth-lBspired sacrifice.
